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MEETING OF THE 

CITY TRUSTEES 

BUSY SESSION OF THREE 

Improvement of Windsor Lane Among 

Other Things on the Program for 
the Near Future 

Trustees Graham, Hosmer and Peg- 
lor held a busy session of the municipal 
board last evening. With Mayor Jones 
in the east and Trustee Steinberger in 
the mountains, there was a bare quorum 
on hand to transact business, but they 
managed to put in the time to good 
advantage, adjourning just in time for 
Trustee Pegler to catch the 1U:3U car 
to return to Redondo Beach for the rest 
of his outing. Trustee Hosmer was 
made chairman pro tern. 

The ordinance establishing official 
grades on Windsor Lane was read and 
adopted. This is the precursor of pro¬ 
ceedings for the improvement of this 
short street, the ordinance of intention 
having been also introduced last even¬ 
ing. The condition of the street has 
caused it to be something of an eyesore 
in the central part of the city for some 
time. Xo petition asking the work lias 
been presented to the trustees hut a 
number of owners of abutting property 
favor the improvement. 

Ordinances were introduced ordering 
the improvement of Hermosa avenue 
from Highland to Grand View; of High¬ 
land from Baldwin to Mountain Trail; 
and of Carter from Baldwin to Auburn. 
A communication was read from A. 1). 
Hawks withdrawing the protest against 
the improvement of this portion of 
Highland. The protest was insufficient 
to block tlie work, hut the withdrawal 
renders even less likely the possibility 
of any subsequent legal entanglements. 

On account of tin* removal from the 
city of W. E. Bechtel he i me r a vacancy 
has been left on the local Board of 
Health. With Captain I. A. Osgood in 
the east only three members are left in 
the city, and that only part of the time, 
so it is often impossible to get a quorum 
together. Dr. R. H. Mackerras requested 
that the vacancy be filled at once and 
Mr. A. X. Adams was appointed by the 
trustees. The selection is a good one 
from every point of view. His thorough 
knowledge of the plumbing business will 
make it possible for the board to give 
attention to some sanitary regulations 
which have been somewhat neglected in 
the past. 

The house numbering map prepared 
some time ago by J. D. Mackerras was 
officially approved by the board. An 
ordinance was introdm^d providing for 
a system of numbering in accordance 
with the official map, the numbers to be 
assigned by the city clerk, with a pen¬ 
alty attached for failure of house owners 
to have their houses numbered. 

A communication was received from 
the volunteer fire department as follows. 

We, the members of the Sierra Madre 
Volunteer Fire Department feel that un¬ 
der the existing circumstances we can 
do no good as a department and there¬ 
fore have decided to disband.

BUDDING PEACH TREES 

Budding can he used to propogate j 
plums, cherries, apples and pears, but it 
is used most commonly with peaches. 
The operation is very simple and is 
easily performed. 

if a man wished to start an orchard 
of budded peach trees, he would plant 
seeds of any strain which is hardv in 
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his locality. Near the end of either the 
first oi second season's growth he would 
hud them. Peaches are usually big 
enough to bud during the first season of 
their growth, while with cherries, plums, 
apples, and pears, it is better to wait 
for the second season. 

Budding is simply a form of grafting 
only it is done usually during July and 
August instead of in the spring. From 
the middle of August to the first of Sep¬ 
tember is a good time to hud peach 
I trees. During late summer the bark is 
, loose and it is easy to separate it front 
the wood and insert the bud. 

Buds are got from good, healthy trees 
of the variety desired. What are known 
as hud sticks are cut from healthy wood 
of this year's growth. The buds with 
bark attached are cut oil - this stick in 
the shape of a shield; it is a good plan 
to leave the petiole of each leaf at¬ 
tached to protect the bud and to act as 
a handle. A T cut is now made in the 
bark of the stock on the north side, two 
or three inches above the ground. The 
flaps of hark are separated from the 
wood, the bud is pushed in, and the 
flap are bound together with raffia over 
the edges of the hud. 

i Late in the season the raffia should be 
loosened to avoid girdling the tree and 
the stock should be cut off an inch or 
two above the bud. The next spring all 
buds other than the one inserted must be 
rubbed off. With all nourishment thus 
directed to it, the inserted bud makes a 
very rapid growth.—Wallace’s Farmer.

could not expend anything on enlarge¬ 
ments for the fire house or anything else 
not absolutely and immediately neces¬ 
sary until this year’s tax money begins 
to come in. Possibly *hese are the “cir¬ 
cumstances” referred to. There has been 
some talk of dissension among members 
of the department and it is possible the 
movement to disband has more beneath 
it than appears on the surface. It has 
been suggested that some of the mem¬ 
bers have been rather anxious to dis¬ 
band in hopes that it might be possible 
to reorganize the department more along 
the lines on which they think it ought 
to be run.

“That it will do good no one can ques 
tion. That the same amount of money 
could be made to do ten, twenty, forty, 
a hundred-fold more good few who have 
the power to put pencil to paper intelli¬ 
gently will dispute.

We have a double 
Fourth of July in America. We honor it 
all through the daylight hours, and when 
the night comes we dishonor it. Just at 
this hour the pandemonium would be 
about to begin. More than the noise, 
there would be people crippled and 
killed, all through the permission which 
we give to irresponsible boys to play 
with firearms and fire-crackers. Really 
we destroy more property on the night 
of the Fourth of July than the whole of 
the United States was worth a hundred 
and twenty-five years ago, and to thou¬ 
sands it is turned into a day of mour¬ 
ning.

Really this is 
true. Twenty-four hours after that it 
was raining buttons on the Atlantic 
seaboard. A man cannot have a disease 
like that and be entirely cheerful during 
the rest of his life. These things grieve 
me, but don’t let them make you sad.”—

State Employs Officials to Assist Cities 
and Towns with Local Problems

stamping out typhoid lever epediniics 
and for advice on problems of sewage 
disposal, the State Hoard of Health is 
inaugurating a division of field work 
which is to be put in the hands of an 
I engineer inspector. 

When the assistance of the State Board 
1 of Health is asked in cases of typhoid 
1 fever epedimics the engineer inspector 
i will be sent to aid the town or county 
health officers to determine the source 
I of infection and help stamp out the oct- 
| break. When desired this official also 
will make a preliminary sanitary sur¬ 
vey of the town, mapping out the dis¬ 
trict in reference to the source of water 
supply, and defects in system of sew¬ 
age disposal which should be immediate¬ 
ly rectified, and the feasibility and ap¬ 
proximate cost of correction. This 
branch of the work is preliminary and 
advisory. Mo attempt is made to supply 
tu towns the engineering services neces¬ 
sary for making formal cost estimates 
and supervising construction. 

The State health board finds that 
many complex situations have arisen be¬ 
cause municipalities have failed to secure 
advice from qualified sanitary engineers. 
Towns have gone to great expense in 
establishing sewage plants that are not 
at all adapted to the situation, and 
which woidd not have been recommended 
if a sanitary engineer had been con¬ 
sulted. A frequent error of this kind is 
the installation of a septic tank without 
making provisions for supplementary 
purification. The septic process is only 
a preliminary stage of sewage disposal, 
and the effluent- should be run through 
filtration beds before being allowed to 
enter streams. 

Last year there were approximately 
200 less deaths from typhoid fever than 
there were in 1906. As not more than 
one ease of typhoid fever in ten ordi¬ 
narily results in death, it is computed 
that there were 2,000 less cases of ty¬ 
phoid fever last year than in 1906. The 
expenditure for the services of nurses 
and physicians in a case of typhoid fever 
is seldom les than $300.00, and some¬ 
times amounts to many thousands of 
dollar^. Without taking account of loss 
of time and impaired earning capacity, 
and taking the very low estimate of 
$300.00 as a basis, it will lie seen that 
the 2,000 less typhoid cases represent a 
saving of $60,000.00. The s ving of live-, 
and expenditure of money is due in a 
large measure to the instal a Lion of sew¬ 
age disposal plans that pit vent the har¬ 
dy typhoid bacillus from passing into 
the streams that supply California tow ns 
with water.

RUBBER? 

Rudyard Kipling has been unaccoun¬ 
tably silent for a long time, and now 
we know the reason.

Paced by 
a runner, which at no time headed the 
dashing trotter. Uhlan circled the fast¬ 
est track in the world, and accomplished 
an unprecedented feat for light harness 
bred horses. The mile of 1:58% by 
Lou Dillon, the pacing performance of 
Dan Patch of 1:55, and all other world’s 
records had been beaten. Lou Dillon s 
record of l:58y 2 was made in October 
at Memphis, with a runner in front to 
serve as a windshield. Dan Patch’s per¬ 
formance of 1:55 was made under a 
similar arrangement at Hamline, Minne¬ 
sota, in 1906. The fastest mile ever 
paced without a wind shield in front is 
jointly held by Audobon Boy, Star Poin¬ 
ter and Minor Heir at 1:59%. The 
fastest mile ever trotted by a gelding 
in the open until Uhlan’s last three per¬ 
formances of 2:02%, :01, and 1:58%, 
was held by Major Delmar at 2:03%, 
and behind wind shield of 1:59%. At 
Columbus, in 1901, Cresceus established 
a world’s record for trotting stallions of 
2:02%. Uhlan is owned by C. K. G. 
Billings, and was bought last fall for 
$35,000.
